ately caused damage to a railroad 
and so* committed an oftense which 
is extraditable under the treaty be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 


At the same time the question 


whether Van Horn was a criminal or 
political offender, was to be made 
the subject of the exchanges between 
Ottawa and Washington. 


Van Horn still claiming to be an 


officer of the German army and ap- 
pearing t<» feel secure in his position 
that he had properly committed an 
act of war and so could not be ex- 
tradited, awaited events with com- 
posure. 
His only regret so far as 


expressed, is that he succeeded in 
damaging the bridge but slightly. It 
has been stated that he would appeal 
to the German embassy at Washing- 
ton but so" far as known he has made 
no move in this direction. Nor has 
he consulted a lawyer. 
No charge 


has been preferred against him and 
he is detained only on the authority 
of the attorney general of Maine, un- 
til an inquiry into the facts of his 
case can be made. 
It was explained that he could be 


held indefinitely unless 
a writ of 


habeas corpus on his behalf was ob- 
tained. 
Van Horn has shown no disposi- 


tion to seek his liberty, but provis- 
ion has been made to forestall such 
procedure. 


A local justice stands ready to is- 


sue a warrant for the arrest of the 
dynamiter on any 
one of several 


charges that have been suggested. 
These include the illegal transporta- 
tion of dynamite 
and

man speak so justly and appreciative- 
ly of the good qualities, the courage 
and the accomplishments of the na- 
tion's enemies.

Inns In the Old Dayi. 


Inns ID Europe in ancient times were 


sometimes dangerous places, and a 
great innkeepers' convention was held 
in Germany early la 1000 at which 
plans were made for apprehending 
murderous bonifaces. 
However, the 


congress broke up in a fight about the 
relative merits of English and French 
hostelrles, and nothing was done about 
the matter.

A Unique Ice Fountain. 


In the parks and public places in the 


colder parts of Germany a not uncom- 
mon object in winter is the so called 
Ice fountain, a rugged pyramid of ice 
many feet in height, which glistens in 
the winter sun and is most effective. 
It is constructed as follows: 


A fir tree of suitable dimensions and 


dense growth Is placed upright In the 
ground or In a circular pond where 
there is a water fountain, and a water 
pipe with a fairly fine rose is fixed to 
the stem so that the rose la at the top. 
The water is then allowed to run 
slowly, generally at night when there 
fs a frost, and in the morning it is 
turned off again. The water-freezes as 
it trickles over the branches, and after 
two or three nights' severe frost the 
tree is entirely enveloped in ice. A 
well frozen ice fountain will last some} 
days even when a thaw has set In, and 
it can always be touched up on the re- 
turn of the frost by turning on the wa- 
ter again.
